Examination of inferior animals "under such 
conditions show that " the bruin is pale anJ 
empty of blood ; I he stomach rendoncd in round 
spots, so raisad and pile-like that they resemble 
patches of Ulrecth velvet/' The blood is pie- 
ternaturally fluid, the. hums are as-pale as thote 
ofa dead calf, and the hejii-t is feebly ticmbling 
snr'lMstlie piimaiy action of one's first cigar.

pears when the habit is broken off. Tobacco

emus, but it tends to aggravate both maladies. 
Us effect on the organs of sense is localise, in Hie 
extreme degree, dilation of tbe pupils of die eye, 
confusion of vision, bright lines, luminous or 
cobweb specks, and long retention of images 
on the retina, with oilier and analogous symp- 
toms allecliiig the ear, namely, inability lo de- 
tine sound clearly and ihe occurrence ofa sharp, 
ringing sound like that of a whistle or a bell. 
Its effect on tho brain is to impair the activity 
of that organ and to oppress it if it be duly 
nourished, but to soollic it if it be exhausted. 
It leads to paralysis In the volitional and in the 
sympathetic 01 organic neives, and to over se- 
cretion from the glandular .structures. Science 
was not wise enough to prepaie so formidable 
an iniiictmenlof tlie nicotian v. eed as the above 
in King James' time, else that monarch might 
have had bettor ground than his personal dis- 
like for stigmatizing ihe haliil of smoking as a 
" custom loathsome to the eye, hateful to the 
nose, haiml'nl! to the biaine, dangerous to the 
lungs, and in Ihe black slinking fume thereof, 
neerest resembling the horrible Sligian smoaks 
of tlie pit that is bottotulesse." 


And yet, despite all that science can say, the 


hahlt is increasing. Two centuries ago the 
Turks regarded smoking as a religious oflenco 
and paraded a smoker through tlie stieets of 
Constantinople with his pipe stuck Ibioish his 
nose as a warning to others. Who can discon- 
nect the Turk now from t-b/- ideas of chibouque 
or nargileh. or fragrant Lai akiaf Look at the 
best cigar-wrappers the world can produce, 
raised on tobacco-fields In the heart of New- 
England, wheie the 1'urilan fathers once visitea 
the direst of blue-law vengeance on the wrelch 
who profaned His Maker's Imndiwoi k bv " mak- 
ing a chimney of his nostrils." 
The value of 


our tobacco-crop last year reached nearly $30.- 
000.000. 
We consume annually some 75.000 


hogsneads of tlie leaf; we imported about 83.- 
OUO bales of cigars, etc., from Cuba in 1875, 


What is tbe end of it all? Efl'ects on indi- 


viduals likewise aU'ect communities, these in 
turn influence the nation. 
No person that 


smokes can be in perfect health, and an imper- 
fect organism cannot produce a perfect" one. 
Therefore it is logical to conclude that, were 
smelting the practice of every individual o('a 
nation, a tower physical, and a consequently 
lower intellectual development, must be found. 
Such, we think, will be conceded to be trueiif 
Spain, of Cuba, of Portugal, of Turkey, of 
Greece, and of the South-American countries, 
wheie those who are addicted to the habit vast- 
ly outnumber those who do not smoke.—Gc'r- 
mantoinn Telegraph.

would he easier than to dwell on the superior 
gifts of Biilwer, Thackeray and Dickens, and tc 
show how each of these celebrated novelists 
has exl.ibited quaiitcs of mind and felicities of 
work to which Mr. Tmllopa makes no preten- 
sions wlmtever. Yet, though II is premature 
to augur for him a place beside them in tho 
permanent recoid of famous English authors, 
there can be no question that a student of man- 
ners in the nnxt century would derive a far 
moi ncoi reel idea of the social thoughts and 
customs of thn present day from his novels 
than from tlioso of his more eminent rivals. 
From Dickens, in truth, no coirect picture can 
bedeilved at all. He paints Individuals, not 
classes; and his Individuals have all a much ot 
exaggeration and caricature about them which 
lessens seriously their values ai types 
liulwer 


I-ytlon, in his torn, is too studiously artificial, 
and incomparably better versed as ho was limn 
Dickens in the ways of society, there is not 
enough ease and freedom in tho acts and dia- 
logues of Ids characters to let us lose for a mo- 
mem tlio sense that Ihcy are consciously play- 
in« high comedy on s si age before a critical 
audience. And Thackerav, towering as 
be 


does, intellectually above the other two, aims 
tallicr at the creation of idealised type of thn 
veiv highest art than at reproducing exactly 
what he saw. Becky Sliaip. Ulniicle Amory, 
Colonel New-come, are each perfect In their 
way ; but as a fact one does lint inert them, 
though certain family likenesses siiKgestini; 
paits of their temperament are daily encount- 
ered. 
But Mr. Trollope.'s aim is best indicated 


by the title of one of his more recent works. 
" The Way we Live Now," and he has had the 
courage to abandon plot, or at any rate U> 
make it entirely subordinate to delineation of 
manners, and to depict people and conversa- 
tion much as they really are in the world 
around us. He. is tlio only English novelist, 
In laci, since Miss Austin,"who has striven to 
fathom Ihe resources of Ihe enllre'y common- 
pi,ice, and lo contrive thai, Instead of proving 
dull, It shall be exactly the atlraction which 
gathers an audience round him.

lody or harmony deafness. 
Many possess ears 


thai do not hear identically. One eye sees a 
little aslant of the other ; precisely .TO with the 
ear. 
The hidden causes of pjrfection may be 


numerous and profound ; yet seme causes that 
prevent 
perfection being attained, or even 


hoped for, are patent to every one. 
A few of 


the results of my own observations 1 venture 
humbly to submit, in the linst that something 
more may be elicited on this, as 1 believe, most 
interesting question. As 10 musical capacity, t 
have found that small cars are invariable under 
great disadvantage. Large ears are usually in- 
dicative of a more, comprehensive taste. A 
narrow " harp " — or harp-like opening — alw»ys 
donnles a. good ear for music. If the harp is 
very regular, you may safely prognosticate » 
correct intonation. For a singer tlie rim must 
be very even, and the circle unbroken. 
Any 


protuberance on the rim of the ear will occasion 
a slight discrepancy of intonation— the singer 
will noi be at all times alike. Some have a 
double harp ; this is dangerous to the success 
ofthesinscr. 
A peifect double rim is, on the 


other hand, highly advantageous ; this is, how- 
ever, open lo the weakness of being easily sat- 
isfied with sweet sounds of any kind. The ear 
with no rim is the most dillicult to please; it 
appears to rere.ivn, almost as it were by selec- 
tion, onlv the best sounds — ordinary sounds 
have no atlraction for it. These are a few of 
I be leading features of the ear. 
Seeing that 


we have casts of pianists' hands, would it not 
be as instructive lo have casts of composers' 
cars? Surely the one is as important to the 
musical student as the oilier.
